aay Situation Along the 
saco-Italian Frontier. 


A Large Force of French Troops Massed 
Near the Boundary,

FULLY PREPARED FOR INVASION OR Ar. 
TACK. 


Strength of the Armies of the Two 
Mations—Wherethe First Battle Will 
Be Fought If War Comes—How the 
Press of Paris View the Attitude of the 
French Ministry on the Amnesty 
Question—General Foreign News. 


Lowpox, Dec. 5.—Correspondents of London 
Papers in Rome call attention to an article 
signed ‘‘Belli’’ published in that city to-day, 
which affirms positively that there are 40,000 
French troops echeloned between Nice and 
Bercelonette, with large advanced posts 
within a few yards of the Italian frontier. 
Along the same line the French f are be- 
ing gradually advanced toward frontier, 

There are immense quantities war ma- 
terial at their dis pòsal and they appear to be 
prepared for a sudden attack. The writer 
of te article calls the attention of the 
Italian Government tothe seriousness of this 


situation. 

All military men agree that if the present 
tension between France and Italy is brought 
tothe war point, unquestionably the frst 
dattle will be fought near the place where 
the writer ‘‘Belli’’ locates the French forces 
on the frontier. The possibility of a Franco- 
Italian conflict on this frontier has fre- 
quently deen discussed, and in February last 
a military writer in the{London Graphic de- 
votec several pages to a. discussion of the 
**Franco-Italian Alpine Frontier and Its De- 
tense. 

“This writer explains that co-operation be- 
tween Germany and Italy would be out of the 
question for the reason that Switzerland’s 
neutral territory would permit no consoll- 
dation of their armies. So Italy would be 
compelled to fight her battles here alone. In 
1872 Italy organized an Alpine Jaeger corps 
to be specially trained in mountain warfare 
andthe topography of the Alpine frontier 
districts. They are recruited from the ranks 
of the Bersaglieri regiments and are Kept 
constantly on the move about the Alpine re- 
gions and the neighborhood. They are sup- 
ported by mountain 2 

In the event of war with France Italy could 
place in the frst line 124 companies of Alpine 
Jaegers, with eighteen batteries of mountaisa 
artillery, or 36,000 men with 108 guns, and 
they are so aistributed, thanks to an admir- 
able system of rallways in Lomba „that 
they could de concentra on the nt ier 
the sixth day of mobilization after a declara 
tion of war.

THE MESSAGE. 

The President’s message is for the most 
part a dry recapitulation of well-known 
facts, most of which had Already been set 
ferth and discussed in the Cabinet reports, 

In foreign affairs there is little to inter- 
est the country except the situation in 
Hawaii. The message leaves no doubt as 
to the President’s desire torestore the 
Queen, and his acts ever since the with- 
drawal of the treaty of annexation 
have been with a view to accom- 
plish this result within the constitu- 
ional limits of executive power. The 
responsibilities and obligations growing 
out of the changed conditions are recog- 
nized, however, and it does not appear 
that the restoration has been really or- 
dered. He hit the Harrison Administra- 
tion a rap when he touched Chilian affairs 
pod delivered somé sound American doc- 
trine about non- intervention in other 
people’s brawls when he related the sad 
fortunes of the three powers which under- 
took to regulate Samoan affairs. 

A bond issue seems to be in the Presi- 
dent’s eye as he asks that more definite 
legislation be had on the subject. Con- 
cerning general financial legislation he 
counsels caution and careful study, which 
isa good general maxim, acceptable to 
everybody, but the silver men and bi- 
metallists will not find much comfort in 
his gracious reference to an inter- 
national agreement on the subject of 
coinage.’’ .

That the overhead wires must go under 
ground is generally admitted, the only dif- 
ference being over the question of public 
regulation or control. 

In Massachusetts petitions are in circu- 
lation calling upon the General Court for 
such legislation as will enable municipali- 
ties to establish conduits at public expense 
and lease space in them ‘or enough to pay 
a good return on the investment. 

The experience of New York does not 
give much enoouragement to those who 
prefer to leave the work to the individual 
wire companies. Special franchises have 
been given which are thé source of large 
profits to the corporations. The public 
get nothing for these privileges and the 
streets are not safe from frequent dis- 
turbances. 4 
The city should retain control of the 
streets for the sake of public convenience. 
It should not part with the-right to build 
the conduit, because the profits are public 
in their nature and should not be diverted 
to private use. 

In St. Louis this question is chiefly a 
financial one. Owing to the limitations 
upon the debt creating power we cannot 
undertake any large public work unless 
the greater part of the money is in sight. 
But it is not impossible, even with this 
limitation, to carry through work of public 
utility, and the conduits can be built by 
the city if commnn sense and financial 
wisdom are not wanting. 

But whatever may be done in the im-

should be protected against the “corpora- 
tions which hope to make a profit out 
oi the franchises. The profit in using the 
conduits belongs to the city and it should 
not be surrendered.
